late Sen. Joseph R. McCarthy. 
R-Wis. He is expected to seek 
reelection this fall to a full 6- 
year term. 


Byrnes said he had compiled- 


scheduled as one of six state 
dinners that comprise the White 
House social season held in the 
early part of the year. It was 
postponed because of the death 
of the President's brother, Ar- 
thur Eisenhower.

The list of Proxmire bills 


compiled by Byrnes includes 
reductions in income and ex- 
cise taxes, stepped - up social 
security payments, federal aid 
to education, small business 
tax revision, increases in the 
school milk program, increas- 
es in unemployment compen- 
sation and such.

Old people are treated in dii- 


feient ways in different socie- 
ties, Dr. Schneider pointed out. 
In some groups, the 'older the 
person, the greater his prestige 
and reward. However, m Amer- 
ica the tendency is to forget 
old people and concentrate on 
the young, he sasci. 


The losing of his life-long oc- 


cupation may be a key to some 
of the problems arising during 
retirement, the professor went 
on, for a person's occupation 
often determines his prestige 
in a community. 


Removed From Position 


"But at 65 "ie"s retired and 


removed from his occupation. 
Now his problems are doubled. 
Many mental and other dis- 
eases in older people hinge on 
the fact that, they've been re- 
moved from an effecth e place 
in the~c o m m u n i t y . People 
should maintain some sort of 
responsible a n d meaningful 
place for the retired person.'"' 


Harder, who spoke of pension 


plans 
offered 
by industry, 


maintained the passing of the 
social security law in the 1930 s 
was the "force which brought 
about a change in the philos- 
ophy of retirement. 


Prior to World xvar II. about 


1.000 industries offered a formal 
retirement plan, while after the 
war. over 26.000 plants sponsor- 
ed such programs, he said. 


There are some disadvant- 


ages in the plans, he contended. 
All employes don't grow old 
uniformly, there is little or no 
flexibility in the plans and the 
employe has no choice but to 
retire, he pointed out. 


Last year, he went on. Kim- 


berly-Clark revised its program 
to allow men to retire between 
the ages of 65 and 68 and wom- 
en between the ages of 62 and 
65. 


'•Retirement should be con- 


sidered an award for service. 
The problem, in many cases, is 
to get people to think ahead to 
retirement."

Mmn» have bills in Congress which would 
establish a federal milk ordinance and code 
as the only standard for fluid milk in 
United States commerce. This code of the 
United States Public Health Service is now 
in use voluntarily ic 14 states and some 
1.390 cities. The Johnson and Marshall 
bills propose that milk meeting the code 
requirements could be sold anywhere in 
ihe nation. 


It has long been the contention of Wis- 


consin students of milk marketing that 
many areas in the country have set up un- 
reasonable regulations on milk which are 
in fact not needed for the protection of 
health but are solely for the protection of 
ihe milk producers of those areas. Further- 
more it is said such regulations tend to 
raise the price of milk to the consumers. 


Rep. Laird iR-Wis1 has introduced a 


bill which he says would produce the same 
result as the Johnson bill but with less ef- 
fort. His bill would simply withdraw the 
protection of all federal marketing orders, 
now operating in 68 areas where 85 per 
cent of the fluid milk is used, if codes in 
those areas are more strict than the code of 


the public health service. He points out 
that his bill would accomplish the abolish- 
ment of the barrier codes without the 
necessity of setting up additional machin- 
ery for its enforcement. 


However, both Reps. Laird and Tewes 


(R-Wis) give their support to the Johnson 
bill since their first concern is for the re- 
moval of the health inspection barriers. 


Gov. Thomson also has subscribed to 


the principle and objectives of the Johnson 
bill, saying that the bill is not only in the 
interests of the dairy industry but also in 
the interests of consumers of milk and 
milk products throughout the nation. 


However, the milk producers and their 


representatives are far from certain of 
victory. The bills are opposed by the Agri- 
cultural department and the Department 
of Health. Education and Welfare. Under- 
secretary of Agriculture True D. Morse 
says his department's position is that the 
objectives can be reached through volun- 
tary action among federal, state and local 
authorities. Sec. Folsom of the Depart- 
ment of Health. Education and Welfare has 
taken much the same position. 


But if the federal health regulations 


with respect to milk are acceptable to the 
milk producers and if they are sufficient 
to protect the health of the people, why 
should these federal department heads 
object to having them enforced as the 
maximum regulations? 


The Integrated Farm-Salvation or Ruination? 


The integrated farm came into the pic- 


ture in Georgia because the cotton farmers 
in that area were being crowded out of the 
market by better cotton produced more 
economically in Texas and California. 


A feed dealer in midst of the poor 


Georgia cotton farmers stepped into the 
situation to save his own business. He put 
the farmers in business raising broilers by 
supplying them with, feeds and a market 
for their product. The farmers were eager 
to deal with him, and readily agreed to 
purchase feeds and other necessary sup- 
plies from rrim and finally to deliver their 
broilers to rriTn to market. The experiment 
•worked out very well and now .hundreds of 
farmers are contracting with the original 
feed dealer and with many others who have 
entered the business in the South. The 
.contracts today are standard, with the 
farmers getting certain advances from the 
feed dealers and agreeing to follow the 
instructions of the field men and finally to 
deliver the finished product at a guaran- 
teed price. 


The feed dealers have customers for 


their product and know within reasonable 
limits the number they will be able to selL 
Thus there is unlikely to be any surplus 
and the price tends to remain stable. The 
success of the plan in Georgia did 
cape notice and it has now spread into 
other nearby states. In fact, these broilers 
from the South have become an important 
factor in Wisconsin markets with unfavor- 
able effects on this state's poultry farmers. 


The plan has been the salvation of the 


Georgia cotton farmers who are now reap- 


ing more wealth from their broilers than 
they ever did from cotton. But as the 
integrated farm spreads into other sections 
of the nation and to new products, there is 
alarm in the midwest. For years hogs and 
cattle have been shipped to the midwest to 
be fattened on the corn produced here. 
This business is threatened by the applica- 
tion of integration to beef and pork pro- 
duction in other areas. 


What is to be done about it? Farmers 


are slow to yield their independence but 
the competition may force them to change. 
It is pointed out that the feed companies 
see in the new arrangement a sure market 
for their feed. They have already enjoyed 
tremendous growth and there is every 
prospect they -Bill continue to expand. 
They are able to teach the farmers to be- 
come more efficient and require them to 
use the most advanced methods. Further- 
more, they can supply good stock which 
will bring in a better product that can be 
sold at higher prices. They can regulate 
the flow of the product into the market and 
thus to some extent get a better average 
price. Experimentation, costly mistakes 
and failures are eliminated. 


Will the independent farmer be able to 


stand against this wave of enforced effici- 
-eocy? Dr. HEarl L. Butz. former under- 
secretary of agriculture and now dean of 
agriculture at Purdue university, says, 
"Integration farming is here and nothing 
can stop efficiency. It is sure to grow,"' 
Does it mean the end of the independent 
farmer, or will it prove a means of saving 
the family farm?
